Washington, June 29. 


Authoritative sources said today that President 
Eisenhower has offered to .map out a unified policy. on - 
the future of Korea with President Syngman Rheo for 
cubmission' to the proposed United Nations political 
meeting on Korea once an armistice is signed. 

Mr Eisenhower would send a special emissary to dis- 
cuss this policy with President Rhee ‘after the armistice. 


‘The sources said the talks now 
place, in Seoul between 
Mr Rhee and the — ussistant 
Seerctary ,of State for Far 
Bastem..- Affairs, Mr--Walter-5. 
Robertson, are hinging largely 
on Korea's future once an armis- 
tiee is siyned. : 


They understood that President 
Rhee has made it plain to Mr 
Robertson that the United Na- 
tluns political meeting should 
unify Korea and get the Com 
muniit Chinesc out of North 
Korea‘ os soon as possible after 
the armistice.

_ Regular ‘Regiment _ 
| Of British Army 


The 13-year-old Parachute’ Regiment received 
a fine birthday present from the War Office on 


June 22. 


It was granted full regular status and will bo 
allowed to recruit and train each month a number of 
volunteers direct from civilian life. Hitherto parachute 


volunteers havo been taken 


Civillans.. who cniist direct 
will rece|ve basic infantry train-~ 
at the Decpot of the 
Parachute Regiment followed by 
the parachute course itself, If they 
are found unsuitable for 
Parachute duty they will be 
given the cholee of «transfer to 
another corps or return to 
civilian Ife. , 

Extensions of parachute ser- 
vice will continue to be volun- 
tary, but men whose jumping 
days are over will be allowed to 
remain with, the regiment in 
other employment If they wish, 
Previously, they have been re 
turned to thelr original unit. 

These changes give tho 
Parachute Regiment full regular 
status ond make parachute ser- 
vice a career in Itself for the 
first time. ‘They will also help 
to circumvent a number of dif- 
culties, including the adminis~ 
trative delays cntailed in trans- 
fers, and the loss of rank by 
men returning to their original 
units after service with the 
paratroops. , 

It was on 22nd June 1940 
that Sir Winston Churchill, 
percelving in the face of German 
Buccesses that airborne troops 
would be an essential adjunct to 
a successful re-occupution of 
Furope, ordered the formation 
of “a corps of at least 5,000 
parachute troops, sultably 
equipped.”
